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57. With regard to scope of claims for utility model registration 

(1) In a piezoelectric sensor which provides a vibrating plate having a 
piezoelectric vibrator and a case having a head section, which has a cylindrical 
shape and provides the said vibrating plate, the piezoelectric sensor having a 
characteristic of forming a spiral projection on outer peripheral surface of said 
head section. 

(2) The piezoelectric sensor described in column 1 of scope of claims for utility 
model registration, which provides projection having a wedge of cross section.
